Father than this. .Iiidge Hamilton ordered the dis- 
ipialiticution of Toiumm* in four rac«*s at Ascot Park 
and sns|HMided jm-key Kiiiiz. 

The tines were assesseil for “practices derogatory 
to the liest interests of the turf.*’ Tlie complaint 
against .1. .1. McCafferty, Fr<*<I T. W»hh 1 and W. T. 
Williams was niaile hy C. C. Mi*t'alTerty. The latter 
claimeil that his brother had on Fehrnary li furnished 
t»> Fred T. Wood nnaiey to <*laiin Durbar out of the 
sixth race and that Wtssl in turn hud passed it over 
to W. T. Williams, whose Patsy Brown had tinisheii 
thiril: that Williams had claimed the mare from W. 
Walker, had stdd her to Fred Wood for an advance 
of 5;170 and that Wtssl in turn had passed her over 
to .1. J. McCafferty for $70 less tiian he gave Wil- 
liams. In addition to the fining of McCafferty, 
Wood and Williams, Judge Hamilton annulled the 
ciaiiii and ordered the mare returned to owner 
Walker,^ Durtwr ia,Jjack iu Walker’s bariu 

C. E. Durnetl ahd *C. C. M<*Cafferty were tine<l 
for irregularities in the running of the horse Toui»ee. 
C. T. Boots was the <*omplainant in this case. He 
proiliK-ed evidemv that Toupee was not the property 
of C. E. Burnell in the four rai-es in whicli he ran 
in his name at this track. A part of the evidem*e 
was a letter from J. J. MK’afferty to his brother C. 
C. McCafferty wtii«-h was as follows: 

“I WMid Toupee to I.os Angeles with Burnell and 
have arranged for him to run him ns his hoi-se. He 
has a gootl api)renti<*e jm*key.” 

C. C. .McCafferty, it was proved, also said on Feb- 
ruary .'{ at Ia>s Angeles that Toui>ee was his 
horse and not BiiriieH’s at the time Tou|>ee ran in 
the latter’s coh>rs here. F. T. Wissl and Henry Mc- 
Baniel filed affidavits tliat C. C. Mct.’afferty had so 
stated to them. 

Burnell prodin*e<l two bills of sale for Toupee from 
C. C. .Mi-Cafferty, but Judge Hamilton said thest* 
bills cmitradicted each other, and he was of the 
opinion that they were maiiufactureil to suit the 
«M*casion and that the horse was simply run in Bur- 
nell’s name to get a go<Hl pri«*e and also to get the 
lieiiefit of Burneirs apprentii'e jm-key allowan<*e. 

After as.sessing these tines Judge Hamilton or- 
deretl the disipialitication of Toin>ee in four ra<*es 
and the mmiey which had gone to Burnell as the 
result of those races was ordeml paid in pro|M*r 
pro|K>rtions to the liorses finishing ladiiml him. On 
B«*ceiulier 21 Burnell clainieil Cutter out of tJie 
sixth rail*, which Toqiiet* won in his coI<h*s. This 
claim was annulleil and Cutter w-aas wdered rc 
turned to J. J. M<-Cafferty as the representative of 
J. Wernl>erg. Tiie piirs«* w’on by Cutter Becem- 
luT was declarml forfeited and the money was 
ordered pahl to the stM-ond, tlilrd and fmirth linrs<*s 
in the race. 

.\fter The Hugueimt won his race t<siay in J. A. 
WernlK*rg’s colors Burnell bid iilui up to $si«» and 
Imd* him. .\fter the sale Burnell asked the judges 
to Kcnd a veterinary surgeon over to the stable, 
staling that he liad iMuight tlie horse to have him 
exaiuiiieil for tra<-es <*f stimulants. 

Br. .Marshal and Br. Young, the latter tlie track’s 
veterinary surgeon, have pronouiiceil that The Hug- 
uenot was “doiHMl.’ and st» will hand in their state- 
ment to Judge Hamilton tomorrow. 

Judge Hamilton has suspended Kiinz Indefinitely, 
excefit to ride for his stable. lH*caiise he did not 
ride Chlniney Sweeii to Owner McGinnis’ instnic- 
tloiis. pulling his whip at the final eighth instead 
of at the half mile |M»st. 

The Huguenot ran like a wihl horse tislay and 
simply inaile the others look cheap. He showed a 
sudden revival over his last three ra«-es. In this 
case stMiie racy developments are exjiei-ted tomorrow. 

Some of the feudists have charged that .Manager 
Br«K»ks has Ihmmi interested iu the ownership of 
certain horses and that he has likewise profited 
from |>e<-uIations in the lietting ring. These state- 
ments have found their way inti, print. 

There was a protest filed with the jm-key dull, 
pur|M>rting to come from horsemen generally, bring 
ing charges of unfair handicapping and favoritism 
in regard to the i-onditioiis of races made by Secre- 
tary Jasper. 

.\ltogetlier this is the nastiest mess that has Im-cii 
stirrml lip on a race track in the history of this 
country. It is tiie i-omnient of nnidaseil people who 
reallv have the gmsl of the s|HM-t at heart, that 
bunishnient instead of tines should have la-tMi the 
|N>rtion of those found guilty tmlay and that the 
Iwi^d. of directors of the I.k»s .Vngeles .Im-key ('Iiib 
wifuld do well to get a s<‘t of offcials next year 
with strength enough to prevent such m-currences.

Horse Bolts Into Fence, Injures Jockey Walsh and 
Falls Exhausted After Running Away. 

San Francisi-o, Fal., February 19 . — \ trageily was 
narrowly averted in the tliird race at Oakland to- 
day. Arrali Gowaii, the heavily bucked favorite, 

on reaching the half-mile ground suddenly dropiied 
back to last |M>sition and when the turn fnmi the 
backstretch was reached, he ran out. Jockey E. 
Walsh i-tmtrolled him sutficiently to turn him into 
the stretch, but tliere he lost all control and the 
crazed horse Isdted into the feiici*, throwing his 

rider to um-onsciousness and droiiping exhausted in 
his tracks at the end of the two miles which he 
ran riderless. The jm-key was hurried to Fubiola 
Hospital from where tonight comes the reiiort that 
his condition is pret-arious. The horse is in i-harge 

of the track otficials and a veterinary is with him 

tonight to determine wlielher or not he was drugged.
